YESTERDAY'S SCENES IN 
ALEXANDRIA.

Cazitalstions, a 
Bnropesn popolation of Alexandria is olamonr- 
ing for the release of three Rossian revoln- 
tionaries, whore ex'radition they wish to 
prevent—on gronnd« which are pore'y senti- 
mental. However mach we may sympathise 
with the Raossian revolationaries in their 
atrogg'e with despotism, any movement suchas 
the present is greatly to be deprecated, and 
weare sarprised to see that a local contem- 
porary has gone to such extrema lengths in fan- 
ning an agitation which can be productive 
of no good, 

The scenes in the streets of Alexandria both 
on Satarday and yesterday were deplorable. 
On Satorday,on a ramoor being spread that 
the refagees had been embarked on the Rassian 
steamer for Odeisa, acrowd of “‘manifestants” 
made their way to the qasy, rhouting “Vive la 
liberté,” and boarded the vessel with the otj ot 
of discovering whether the rumour was trae. 
An it happened it was not, but some ill-advissd 
person in autbority called out the Fire Brigade 
to deal with the demonstrators. This measure 
only aggravated the sitoation, and geve rise to 
incidents which might have been avoided by 
the exercise of more discretion. The crowd 
attacked the Fire Brigide and did some 
damage to the engine and hoses, while 
some horse play was indulged ir. Order was 
only restored by the arrival of HE. the Go- 
vernor, who gave his personal assurance that 
the prieoners were safe in custody, and that 
they would not be deported before a full 
enquiry was held into the case. 

Yesterday something of the nature of 
sn attack was made on the Rassian Con- 
anlate in Ramleh-bonlevard, the consolate 
shield being torn down. A cordon of police was 
afterwards formed round the consulate and 
tr fic ttopped io ‘that part ¢f tha boolevard., 
Tha efforts ot the police to keep people away 
from' the vic'nity of the building resulted in 
several sé: fil-s, bat nothing of a very se- 
ri‘os character happened, and after nightfall 
the atreat reiomed its normal aspect, two 
sentries being left posted at the conenl- 
ate door. Several dewonstratiora took place 
in varings parts cf the city doring the 
day, notably at the Bourse, where M. Alfred

VENICE is a 5 hours’ journey by rail from 
Milan, and one of the most delightful places 
imaginable to pass a‘qviet stay. The total 
absence of vehicular trattic strikes one as very 
strange; no horse, cart, carriage or bicycle is 
to be seen, and yet there is the sound_of life 
at every turn.
